Wuew it was first clearly demonstrated 


that cattle ranching could be carrled on with | } 


the average aniount of success in Southern 
Alberta, it was taken for granted that cattle 
raising in Northern Alberta, where hay had 
to be provided, could not be made profitable 
in competition. Experience is teaching, 
however,that the cattle husiness in Northern 
Alberta is not only as profitable but much 
more so than in Southern Alberta. The 
Macleod Gazette, which represents the 
ranching interest, says in a late issue that 
“after an individual or a company han been 
in the ranye stock business fora number of 
years, and then comparcs his books with the 
number of cattle on hand, ascertained after 
a careful count, the result will be very 
disappointing The plain reason for this 
is that sufficient allowance is not made for 
losses, re " ¥ When it is consid- 
ered that calves are Stopped all through the 
winter months, and that the wolves and 


coyotes are plentiful and the stovms bad, we 


think it on'y reasonable that the loss amony 
these youngsters is pretty severe : 7 

* With afew exceptions there are no 
herds in the country large or small which 
are doing more than (holding) their own, 
even if they are doing that. The longer it 
goes on the worse will be the shrinkage. A 
partial remedy is to keep a closer lookout 
for the calves when they drop. If this won't 
pay thei the range business won't pay.” The 
foregoing probably puts the case rather coo 
strongly, but even after allowing a liberal 
discount it would appear that the stock in- 
dustry here need not fear competition from 
the youth. The greater expense of winter- 
ing on hay, which is really very light owing 
to the wonderful abundance of grass, is more 
than made up by the absolute immuni- 
tv trom losses of either young or old stock 
by disease, bad weather or scarcity of food, 
which is enjoyed here. The care of calves 
when dropped, wiich the Gazette says ie so 
imperative, and is almost impossible on 
the range, is peculiarly easy when the cattle 
are handled in yards or stables as they are 
here. Itshould be remembered that while 
the attendance on the cattle here involves 
extra labor in the winter season when wages 
are low, they require and receive no attend- 
ance whatever in the summer, when wages 
are high and labor is profitably employed in 
other pursuits. The reason fs that the 
Cattle are gentle and therefore do not stam- 
pede under any Circumstances, the grass is 
80 abundant that they find their living with- 
in @ very small area, and as there is plenty 
of shelter they do not drive before a storin 
as on the bare plains of the south. For men 
with $1,500 to $3,000 capital to start on, that 
is a herd of frum 60 to 100 head, there is no 
comparisen between the north and 
south country. Thousands of locations 
suit ble fora band of stock of that size can 
be found within a radius of 100 miles of Ed- 
monton, where unlimited free pasture and 
hay may be had until the country settles up. 
While a man is handling a herd of this size 
he can also be doing homestead duties on a 
claim, or what is more, making a permanent 
and comfortable home for himeelf, gradually 
bringing a larger and larger amount of hia 
and under cultivation so that when {ncreas- 
ed settlement cuts him off from free pastur- 
age and hay he will be ina position to raise 
what he wants on his own place. There is 
now room in Northern Alberta for more 
stock on hay ranches than Southern Alberta 
ranges could possibly su; port, and there is 
more profit in raising the cattle. Stock 
raising on this plan does not conflict with 
close settlement. On the contrary it is its 
natural = pioneer—what would ‘ead n.ost 
quickly to close settlement. It is the indus- 
try to which this region in its unimproved 
state is peculiarly suited and is the branch 
of auriculture which gives the surest returns 
and the largest profits, in every part of the 
Northwest and of Canada.

Ranchmen are 
urged to burn or bury the carcases of 
animals dying of this disease and also to dig 
up the grass upon which the carcase has 
lain. The Gazette does not mention that anv 
steps have been taken by the department of 
agriculture to keep this disease from spread- 
ing or to stamp it out, beyond the issue of a 
few circularsaf advice. It is to be hoped 
that if vigorous measures have not heen 
taken they will be at once, in pre >ara- 
tion for next epring’s danger. The livestock 
trade with Britain depends on Canadian 
cattle being kept free from diseare. It is 
sureiy better policy to take the most vigor- 
ous measures necessary to stamp out this 
disease, even if the oa of wy Poon tp ~ _ 
thereby, than by a cy of silence an . 
hesion “te allow ‘the Feputation of Canadian 
vattle in their only open market to be damag- 
ed forall time, as wellas the reputation of 
Canada for fair dealing. It niust be remem- 
bered that Canada is accorded the special 
rivileges which alone make this trade i 
Ble on the definite understanding that Cana- 
dian cattle are absolutely free from disease. 
If the disease is carried so easily as the Gazet- 
te says there should by the strongest means 
used to prevent cattle leaving the diseased 
‘listricts for other settled parte of the coun. 
try and thereby widening the circle of de- 
struction. Tnere does not appear to have 
been anything to hinder a band of cattle in- 
noculated with this disease from beiny 
driven into the Edmonton district last sum- 
mer and infecting cattle here. It seems 
ridiculous that a quarantine should he main- 
tained at the boundary against diseased 
cattle from the United States, while disease 
is allowed to spread unchecked wherever 
chance may take it over the length and 
breadth of the Northwest. Now the secret 
is out, let. all the facts be made public and a 
anited effert made to clear the country of 
the disease.
